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Elizabeth Hobbs who was the wife of Semel Davis, was the 
daughter of Francia Hobbs who patented land on the Rappahannock 
River in 1660 neming Elizabeth, as Elizabeth Davis among his 
headrights. The land records do not show when he first appeared 
in Virginia and because of the destruction of the records of 
Isle of Wight County prior to 1661, it is impossible to learn 
when he first settled in the county, but in one of the few 
early papers preserved dated in i647 he makes what appears to be 
a deed of gift to Joseph Weekes and John Payne. They probably 
married daughters or were grandsons of the said Francis Hobbs, 
for they inherited his Rappahannock holdings and his name appears 
ag a given name among their descendants, He represented Isle of 
Wight County as © member of the House of Burgesses in 1654-55, 
dying between this date and the year 1661, when the records of
